DETROIT, Oct. 9—(AP)~ The American Federation of Labor to­ 
day voted unanimously to begin a nation Wide campaign for the 
“progressive shortening of the hours of I^abor and the days per 
week.” The action was recommended by the executive council. 
The delegates strengthened the financial position of the fed­ 
eration by approving a constitutional amendment increasing the 
monthly per capita tax from 25 to 35 cents for each affiliated mem­ 
ber and increasing the federation’s minimum percentage of local 
union initiation fe«*s from 75 cents to $1. for each new member.
